A corresponds nt writes :—Trials were made 
“recently at Fontay (Tonking) of the new 
fmachine-guns which were’ setved out a short 
time ago to cach European infantry battalion, 
The new arm, which is manufactured by the 
Hotchkiss repeating arms Company, bears ‘a 
strong resemblance to our Maxim. It is fixed, 
on 4 portable tripod and uses the same cartridge 
as the French army rifle, (9 millimetre), , 

The rate of fire was about zo shots per 
second, bat the weapon jamined frequently 
and it was sometimes necessary ta ‘replace 
pieces of the breech mechanism before firing 
could be tesumned, ‘This was probably owing 
to the fact that these parts are too light and 
delicate to support the severe strain created hy 
the rapid and ‘repeated concussions, The 
extractors were for the most part the cause of:
